Burglaries are

"crime parade." Numerous cases 
have been reported. 
However, 


most of them were called to police 
attention too late. 


Tales of break-ins and vandal- 


ism were reported hours after 
crimes were committed. Victims 
are urged to inform police imme- 
diately upon the discovery of a 
crime ... not two days later.

Police 
vbelieve the malicious destruction 
of car accessories teenage-inspired. 


The break-ins seem to originate 


in a juvenile-type mind. Cases 
were reported where burglars ig- 
nored valuable items in favor of 
"small change." It's possible, 
however, that experienced home- 
invaders would feel safer stealing 
cash than diamond stickpins. 
Most disconcerting' to police are 


perpertrations of vandalism, where 
there are no apparent reasons for 
the malicious activities. The hood- 
lums show no preference. Any ve- 
hicle serves the purpose. 


It is believed the vandals ride 


in a car, enabling them to stnke 
at many place in short intervals 
of time, escaping detection. 


The danger of such violations 


in obvious. In both vandalism and 
burglar}', the chance of being 
caught sets the scene for possible 
violence, injury, even death. 
* * *

Scientist Feels 
Russia Has 2 
Atomic Teams 


One to Develop 
H-Bomb, Other to 
Perfect A-Bomb 


WASHINGTON — Ml —An Amer- 


Scan atomic scientist suggested to- 
day that Russia may have two 
separate atomic teams 
— one 


working on *H-bomb development, 
the other striving to improve A- 
bombs — and "presumably has 
more atomic capability from the 
standpoint of numbers of scientists 
than we have thought." 


Dr. Ralph Lapp, who worked on 


the wartime Manhattan Project 
which produced the first American 
A-bomb, said he drew that infer- 
ence from the Atomic Energy 
Commission's (AEC) 
announce- 


ment that Russia set off another 
explosion of the fission, or non- 
hydrogen type, on Aug. 23. 


Noting the previous AEC an-1 


nouncement of a Russian explo- 
sion Aug. 12 — a blast which the 
AEC said the indications of involv- 
ing a "thermonuclear" Hydrogen 
reaction as well as a fission type 
—Dr. Lapp told a reporter: 


"It is curious that the Russians 


appear to have tested a hydrogen 
type of device in the earlier test 
and then followed it up so quickly 
with ^a Jest _ of ^the ^ f issiqriV. type 
alone, 'it indicates' almost "simul- 
taneous testing or two kinds of de- 
vices in what would appear to be 
the same series of tests. 


"This indicates' that Russia ap- 


parently has enough atomic sci- 
entists to have two separate teams 
working on two different develop- 
ments and capable of conducting 
virtually simultaneous tests.

National Mediation board concerns 
only a dispute between the car- 
riers and the Conductors Union, 
but all the major rail unions are 
drawing up new demands. 


The 35.000 member Conductors 


Union scheduled its walkout Sept. 
10 over a long-standing demand for 
pay rates graduated according to 
ihe power of locomotives on trains 
the conductors man. 


Engineers snd firemen already 


have such a pay system. 


Other* Planning 


Meanwhile, nearly a srorf of 


other ^rail unions art planning to 


make new demands for pay raises 
and other benefits. 


Some indication that the unions 


are angling for a fat settlement 
this fall came from the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen. 


The BRT's 14-man wage-rules 


committee, meeting in Cleveland, 
has just recommended that the 
unions shoot for a pay boost of 37 Vi 
cents an hour, equal to $3 a dayp 
and also seek longer vacAtions.' 


Prepare Demands 


The general chairmen of the 


Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen also have set 
a 37Vi cent goal.

Agricultural Economist io 
Speak at Lee Outlook Meet 


Livestock raisers are wondering 


if the outlook for beef cattle prices 
will allow them to take advantage 
of what looks like a bumper com 
crop this year. 


While no one has all the answers 


to this problem. Lee County Farm 
Adviser James T. Somers says he's 
sure the speakers at the livestock 
outlook meeting will have plenty of 
facts and figures to help farmers 
draw their own conclusions about 
the future. 


The outlook meeting is scheduled 


for 8 p.m. m the Farm Bureau 
building in Amboy Thursday, Sept. 
10. The speakers will be L. R. 
Kyle, agricultural economist from 
the University of Illinois, and a 
representative of the Chicago Pro- 
ducers Commission association. 


While the prospect for livestock 


prices will receive top considera- 
tion. Somers says there will be 
plenty of other outlook information 
of interest to all farmers in the 
county. He pointed out that the 
time for "easy profits" on the farm 
is past and that the supply and de-

City Cousins Eat Well With 
Food Suppliies at High Level 


By L. H. SI.MEKL 


Department of Agricultural Kconomics. University of Illinois 


Our city cousins ate eating mighty well this year. Especially at the 


meat course. So many steaks, roasts and hambuigers they've never 
had before. And plenty left over for stew. too. 


Total supply of beef for the yea 


may run over 73 pounds per "per 
son. That would be one-fifth more 
than last year. If the supply hits 
74 pounds, it will top the old record 
set 44 year ago. 


USDA now figures total mea 


supplies for the year at 148 pounds 
per person. 
That includes beef 


yeal. pork, lamb and mutton. Pork 
is calculated at 63 pounds, down 10 
pounds fiom- 1952. 


The average consumer gets an 


egg a day plus 30 more during the 
year. That's a hundred more than 
before World War n and 15 more 
than in 1347-49. 


The old-fashioned Sunday chicken 


dinner comes on two week days 
now. 
Average consumption this 


year will be 29 pounds against only 
18 pounds in 1935-39. 


Consumption of turkey will av- 


erage 5.3 pounds per person this 
year. That is a third more than 
in 1947-49 and double the 1935-39 
figure. 


Next to meats, dairy products 


are the big item in the food bill. 


Now Is Time 
To Build Litter 
In Hen Houses 


URBANA—Start building the lit- 


ter in your hen house so that it will 
be ready when you move your 
flock inside. 


Sam F. Ridlen, extension poultry 


specialist at the Illinois College 
of Agriculture, says' that built-up 
litter needs warm weather and 
plenty of time to break up pioper- 
Jy before cold, damp weather sets 
in- 


First step in the building process 


is to clean and disinfect your laying 
house thoioughly. Then put three 
or four inches of litter material on 
the floor at the stai t. 


Stir this litter often and keep it 


diy, Ridlen suggests. Add new lit- 
ter once a week or so until the 
layer over the floor is from eight 
to 32 inches ceep. Litter needs to 
be stirred up and kept dry all 
winter to cut down the danger fiom 
rcspiraloiy troubles in your flock 
as well as to prevent dirty eggs. 


Ciushcd corncobs or wood shav- 


ings make excellent built-up litter. 
Materials that pack too tightly aie 
not good because it is hard to keep 
them dry. 


Consumption of the important dairv 
products—fluid milk and cieam, ice 
cream, cheese and evaporated and 
condensed milk—is running about 
the same as last year. Total milk 
production is running 4 or 5 per- 
cent ahead of last year, but price 
support operations ai e putting most 
of the increase into storage stocks 
of butter and cheese. 


Compared with prewar (1935-39) 


the per capita consumption of eva- 
porated and condensed milk is up 
5 percent, fluid milk and cream up 
7 percent, cheese up 42 percent 
and ice cream up 77 percent! Lots 
of dinners must begin with beef 
and end with ice cream. 


Consumption of fresh fruits will 


lotal about the same as last year 
but has slipped 35 percent from 
1947-49 and 20 percent from 1935- 
19. 
!Mr. and Mrs. America now 


want their fruit canned or frozen. 
Compared with prewar we will use 
a third more canned fiuit and three 
times as much canned juices. Con- 
sumption of frozen fruits and juices 
this year will be about double the 
1947-49 amount.

.John Matthews, executive secre 
tary of* the Illinois Rural Safer 
Council, says that too often these 
obstructions 
make it impossible 


for drivers traveling on the high 
way to see farm vehicles about to 
enter the road. 


v Farmers should know'hour to fig 
ure "sight distances" necessary for 
safety, Matthews says. Here's 
proceduie recommended 
by the 


Rural Safety Council so that you 
can find out what obstructions to 
move in order to avoid possible ac 
cidents. 


1. Park your car in the duveuay 


>vith the bumper ib feet from the 
nearest edge of the pavement or 
raveled portion of the road. 


2. Pace off 700 feet (2SO paces) 


along the highway to the left on 
he s>ame side as the driveway en- 
ranee and place a marker at the 
edge of the pavement. 


3. By the same procedure set 


mother marker down the load in 
he1 opposite direction but on the 
ide ot the load across from the 
tuveway entrance. 
(If a heavy, 


low-starting truck will be using 
he driveway, set the markers out 
30 feet or 332 paces instead of 700 
eet.; 
4. Go back to your car and sit 
:i the driver's seat. If you can see 
lie maikers the sight distance is 
iinimum for traffic appioaching 
our farm driveway at 60 miles an 
our. If you can't see the markers, 
lear the obstructions away until 
ou can see them to make your 
riveway safe. 
Even though sight distance is 
>K at your farm entrance, always 
nake a full stop and look both 
•ays before you enter the highway.

Corn Picker Can 
Be a Pickpocket 


„ Is your com pirkcr a 
pick- 


pocket? It could easily be. Your 
picker can spill dollars all over the 
cornfield when vaiious parts aren't 
adjusted properly. 


Improper 
adjustment of your 


picker can cost 5 to 10 per rent of 
your corn crop, states Capper's 
Farmer. Be sure your corn picker 
is all set to go for the bijr harvest. 
Spending a few houis now adjust- 
ing parts may mean S10 to $15 
more an acre. 


Some of the impoitant pa its lo 


check for wear and adjustment 
aie the husking bed. snapping and 
husking rolls, bearings, chains, slip 
clutches and the clevatot. 


But above all, warns the farm 


magazine, play 
it safe. Never 


leave the tractor seat nor adjust 
the machine without first throwing 
the picker out of gear. 


When adjusting the picker, p^r- 


ticulaily in the lush of coin har- 
vest, theie are times when you aie 


work yourself.

Ralph C. Hay, agricultural 
en- 


gineer at the University of Illinois 
college of agriculture. 


Others* include digging the core 


tiench^acios the valley where the 
dam is to built, backfilling it with 
clay, laying a pipe for stock water 
supply and placing concrete and 
pipe or tile for the spillway. 


When these jobs are finished. 


Hay says, the contractor can build 
the earth dam with little delay and 
at minimum cost. 


When you look for a site for your 


faim pond, pick a relatively large 
basin aiea that can be dammed 
with the least possible earth mov- 
ing. Your pond will also n4ed a 
subsoil that is watertight and a 
watershed where you are control- 
ling erosion. The watershed should 
preferably be in pastuie. 


You'll need a watershed large 


enough to make it possible for 
iiinoff water to fill the pond. But 
a more fiequent error, Hay says, 
is to have the watershed too large. 
That requites a costly mechanical 
spillway and makes it haid to use 
good land use practices and control 
erosion. 


A good latio is 3 to 5 acres of 


watershed for each acre foot of 
water storage, capacity. Occasion- 
ally you will be able to find a lo- 
cation where a spring or tile flow 
can be caught in the pond. 


One other essential is to fence 


thr area to keep out livestock, Hay

Stale Wlical Yields 
Can Double, Triple 
Says Soil Group 


CHICAGO — Illinois farmers can 


double or triple their profit margins 
on wheat by increasing yields per 
acre from the state average to the 
top possible output per acre, re- 
ports the Middle West Soil Im- 
provement committee. 


Illinois wheat 
yields 
oan 
be 


boosted from the present ten-year 
state average of 18.8 bushels per 
acre to about 45 bushels per acte. 
according to information compiled 
by agronomists. 


"In the production of every acre 


of wheat, there is a basic cost of 
about $30." says the statement. "At 
$2 per bushel-this would leave $10 
net pi of it per acre on 20 bushel 
yield levels. 


"But when yields are increased to 


40 bushels per acre, the profit mar- 
gin is greatly increased because the 
basic production cost is spread over 
a gi eater number of bushels." 


These yield increases, says the 


committee, are made possible by 
better management practices, in- 
cluding the use of feitilizer. Mid- 
western agronomists point out that 
it is profitable to use from 300 to 
500 pounds of fertilizer per acre on 
wheat. Top wheat yields per acie 
ate not possible on most farms 
withouf the use of fertilizer. 


"If Illinois fanners are to get all 


the feitilizer they can profitably 
use on wheat this fall." says the 
committee, "they should contact 
their dealeis now to make arrange- 
ments for delivery when the plant 
food is available. 


"Manufactuiers point out that It 


will not be possible to put out all 
the fertilizer needed for wheat m a 
four-week period this fall. The dis- 
tiibution of fertilizer will have to 
be stretched over a longer period."

Early for Republicans to Boas I, 


-• Too Early for Democrats to Deride 


The ruling Republicans don't need to be told that they 


have a heavy legislative assignment ahead if they are to 
build a record to approximate their campaign promises. 


But they're pursuing a natural political bent in trying to 


. make the most of the events that have transpired since they 


came to power in January. 


By any realistic measure, the Korean truce is the most 


significant" of these. That the truce was made possible 
largely through a change in Communist attitude does not 
matter. President Eisenhower promised to try to end the 
-Korean fighting. It has been ended—in his administration. 
Politically, he seems to get full credit. 


The Democrats may seek to suggest that the armistice 


spells surrender, and many Americans may feel unhappy 
•over an agreement that settles so little: yet it would be hard 
to find anyone who is not glad the dying is over. 


Rarely does any factor have the political weight of a 


war. It stirs emotions which inevitably reflect themselves 
at the polls. All experts agreed the indecisive Korean con- 
flict hurt the Democrats badly in 1952. That the shooting 
stopped under the Republicans is the prime political fact 
.since the last election. 


Privately, many seasoned Democrats admit it. They 


know it overshadows anything they can say publicly in sup 
port of their portrait of the Eisenhower administration as a 
"give-away" government, determined to aid "special inter- 
ests" at the expense of the ordinary man's welfare. 


The Republicans, of course, are not content to rest on 


• the truce. They argue they have made a healthy start to- 
ward balancing the budget and thus making possible tax sav- 


.Jngs; that they have reintroduced good management to gov- 


ernment: that they are keeping the country prosperous; anc 
that they have raised a new standard of honesty. 


On most of these matters, they probably would be the 


first to acknowledge privately that the evidence is still insuf- 
ficient. They give the excuse that they inherited a "mess" 
in Washington, and can't move too rapidly to clean it up. 


Most impartial observers would concede that at the very 


least they inherited the most complex government on earth, 
and mastery of it in a short time cannot fairly be expected. 


The Democrats, while properly contending their aid in 


congress was vital to the passage of many administration 
measures, especially in foreign affairs, appear somewhat 
fanciful in attacking some administration efforts. 


For instance, the Republicans have espoused higher in- 


terest rates on government bonds, with the object of curbing 


' inflationary tendencies and making federal debt manage- 
• ment sounder. Many professional economists endorse the 


move. But because this "hard money" polic}' has had some 
tightening effect on the general money market, the Demo- 
crats portray it as a device for squeezing widows and or- 
phans.

Experts Can Make Bridge Mistakes

It is pleasant'to leport a hand 


in which each side makes the best 
play at every turn. Unfortunately, 
^however, few hands are played 
Jhat well even in expert circles. 
Today's foolishness, for example, 
took place in a very famous New 
York club. Everybody in the game 
was an experienced player, of 
course, and two of them 
well-known experts: 


The bidding was flawless. South 


got to a very reasonable contract, 
and should have made it. 


West opened the queen of clubs, 


holding the trick. If he had then 
switched to a t r u m p , he could 
have made sure of defeating the 
contract. West was nfiaid, how- 
ever that South had the ace of 
diamonds—in which case it would 
be vital for the defender* to take 
all possible tricks in the black 
suits before giving up the lead. 


This was the kind of mistake that i 


an exp<vrt might make. Theic was 
no way for West to know that 


second spade trick in addition to a 
diamond and a club. 


South'* mistake, of course, is 


obvious. After luffing the second 
round of clubs. South must immed- 
iately lend the king of spades. 
West can take the ace of spades 
nnd lead one trump, but dummy 
still hns a trump to ruff the third 
round of spades.

Each time H few 
people who wish paiticulaily to be, 
called for every visit Hie scheduled 
fust; then all new donois who 
have never given before are sched- 
uled; next come those fiom the 
earliest visit. For example, those, 
who gave in November. 1952, und 
a few In February, 1953, were call- 
ed for the August 25 visit. All are 
notified by mail the week pie- 
ceding the scheduled visit. 


Many people do not realize that 


he Elks club Is closed to its mem- 
bers all day until 6 p.m. on the 
day of the Bloodmobile visit In 
order to make the entire building 
available 
for 
this 
service. All 


vorkers. with one exception, aie 
ntirely volunteer and receive not 


one penny. Each time the Blood- 
mobile comes from Peoria, at least 
•0 people work to insure a smooth 
running production coips. 


Now let us take a donor through 


he entire piocess, which takes 
about an hour. He is greeted at 


front door by a hostess who 


checks his wraps or pnreels; he is 
checked off on the schedule chart 
and given a number to insuie no 
waiting downstairs or being called 
out of his rightful turn. He is di- 
rected by staff members to a small 
table wheie he is served fruit juice 
and usually a cracker and from 
there he goes to various nurses 
and nurses' aides, 
thiough the 


piocess of screening to be sure he 
is fit nnd able to donate hjs blood 
which is then drawn. A physician 
is present at all times, in addition 
to approximately 17 nurses and 
seven nurses' aides. The greatest 
care is exercised constantly for 
the donor's safety and-comfort.

In essence, 
it is considered the result of a de- 
ficiency which in turn leads to a 
lessened rate of forming red blood 
cells in the bone mariow. It is 
making up this deficiency which Is 
probably the mam function of vita- 
min B12 01 of liver.

As lor whether pernicious ane-. 


mia can develop into leukemia if 
neglected, the answer is no. And so 
far as I know, the occurrence of 
leukemia in someone who already 
has pernicious anemia is exceed- 
ingly rare, if it ever occurs at all. 


Theie is much more which could 


be said about this interesting dis- 
ea.se. Up until 1926, it was almost 
always fatal in the course of time, 
but .".ow this is lare indeed. While 
much Mill has to be learned about 
it -such as how to prevent it. for 
example—the tieatment problem 
has been laigely conqueied and 
this i eprcsents a real triumph of 
combined medical research in the 
labotatory, in expeiimental ani- 
mals, and on patients.

Now that garden tomatoes are 


ripening on the vine, try serving 
them in ways that are different. 
Baked stuffed tomatoes can be the 
main dish of a supper or luncheon 
menu, or they can be used as the 
vegetable to accompany meat or 
fish. 


Here are some suggestions for 


baking and stuffing tomatoes. They 
come from Geraldine Acker, foods 
specialist, 
University of Illinois 


College of Agriculture. 


Select firm, ripe tomatoes of 


uniform size and shape, and allow 
one for each serving. Wash them 
and remove a thin slice from the 
stem end, but do not peel. Scoop 
out the seeds and pulp, leaving a 
shell about 
>» inch thick. (The 


seeds and pump can be used in 
cooking at another time.) Sprinkle 
the inside of the tomatoes with 
salt, and let them stand upside- 
down for about ten minutes. 
Stuff 


them and bake them in a shallow 
pan for about ^20 to 30 minutes. 


For stuffing you can use ground 


left-over meat mixed with bread 
crumbs and seasoning. 
You can 


use crisp diced bacon, sauteed 
onion, green pepper, and celery 
mixed with seasoned bread crumbs. 
Cheese and cooked rice combined 
with cream sauce or baked beans 
and chopped cooked frankfurters 
make tasty main-dish stuffings.

Russia Produces 
Another A-Blast 


• Not Hydrogen Bomb, Experts Say; 
.Energy Range Similar lo Nevada Test 


WASHINGTON CrP)—Russia has produced another 


atomic explosion, the government announced Monday night, 
and evidence thus far available to U. S. experts indicates it 


not a hydrogen blast. 


The date was Aug. 23, the Atom- 


ic! [Energy Commission statement 
said, and "the explosion was in 
thft same range of energy release 
as«our recent Nevada tests. 


I'ilf this proves to be the fact," 


the commission added, "no further 
aijpouncement will be made unless 
intelligence indicates information 
of'greater interest." 


There were blasts of varying 


pd\ver in the 11-shot scries which 
the United States conducted last 
spring at its proving ground in the 
Nevada desert. 


^The last one, on June 4, was 


generally described as the largest 
atomic explosion ever to be set off 
iaihe United States proper. It was 
estimated to be the equivalent of 
50,000 tons of TNT, or about 2'-j 
times as powerful as the bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima. 


Effects of the U. S. blast June -1 


were seen or felt up to 500 miles 
from the test site. 


Second in 14 Days 


This was the second U. S. dis- 


closure in less than two weeks that 
the Russians 
had produced an 


atomic explosion. The earlier one 
on Aug. .19, seven days after it 
occurred, gave a measure of offi- 
cial 
American 
confirmation 
to 


Moscow's claim that Russian sci- 
entists, had touched off a type of 
hydrogen bomb. 


The AEC said then there was 


evidence of both fission and ther- 
monuclear reactions, the latter be- 
ing a scientific term for the intense 
he'at produced in the fusion process 
of- the hydrogen bomb.

.Monday's announcement spoke 


only of a "fission explosion . . . 
in! Russian territory." Convention- 
al' A-bombs made from uranium 
employ the fission, or atom-split- 
ting, process.

Communist pressure on prisoners 
to make them sign confessions and 
make propaganda broadcasts. He 
said he and a group of prisoners 
who had been nearly starved to 
death were forced by the Reds to 
broadcast over Pyongyang radio.

sentence." 


With the exchange moving into 


its final days, the Reds, as of 
Tuesday, had returned 2,927 Amer-

What is ahead for farmers 


during the next few yea is? That 
will depend mainly upon what is 
ahead for business in 
general. 


And on this critical subject Pro- 
fessor V. L. Bassie. director of the 
University of Illinois Bureau of 
Kcononuc and Business Research, 
has soin-j unusual ideas that mer- 
it serious study. I .shall try to sum- 
mnruu his views for you: 


-Most business forecasters have 


become more nnd more nessismis- 
tic during the past year. They say 
that business is just too good nnd 
that a return to normal will bung 
a recession. They look 'or serious 
unemployment to develop because

less home building. Then, after a 
brief 
i occasion, many 
business 


foiecasters seem to think that 
high-level prosperity will return 
for a long stay. Both ideas—early 
recession and quick recovery—are 
erroneous, Bassic believes. 


A cutback in auto production 


would not bring on a major reces- 
sion. Auto production was low in 
1P52. but industrial and business 
activity was high. Actual military 
spending will be reduced very little 
in the next 32 months. Truce in 
Korea does not mean world peace, 
nnd sny reductions In military 
spending will probably be more 
than offset by tax reductions and 
ncreases in spending by state and 
local governments. 


Expenditures lor b u s i n e s s ex- 


pansion nre at an all-time high, 
and no letdown is in sight. As for 
home building, the cycle is long 
and changes slow. Therefore, the 
decease in home building in any 
one year is likely to be small. 


For these reasons business may 


be about as prosperous in the sec- 
ond quarter of 1954 as it is now. 


But if nnd when depression does 


come, will it be mild nnd short? 
Probably not. Once industrial 
production falls, there will be cx- 
coss, or surplus, capacity to pro- 
duce. Thon new plants and equip- 
ment will not be needed in anv- 
thing like the present.volume. And, 
as unemployment increases, peo- 
ple will not be willing or able to 
keep on buying new houses, autos, 
appliances, furniture, etc.
